The drawings were received on 22 March 2000. These drawings are approved 
by the examiner. 

Reason for Allowance 

The board decision mailed to the appellant on 27 January 2005 agree with 
Appellant appeal brief received by the office on 15 August 2004. 

Regarding claims 1,12 and 16: 

Minder is directed to a customer satisfaction reporting system in which a grade 
is assigned to a housekeeping service in relation to quality of service. Minder does not 
teach notification and independent resources features, logging of agreement 
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conditions, the identification of potential responses, the retrieval of information related 
to the responses, and the checking of the retrieved information to determine whether 
an agreement is determinate. 

Gundewar is directed to a project management system in which various project 
team members are notified of the progress of a project as it proceeds through various 
stages. Motivation to modify Minder as taught by Gundewar could only come from 
Appellant's own disclosure and not from any teaching or suggestion in the references 
themselves. 

Evans is directed to a real estate transaction system in which various parties 
involved in a transaction communicate with each other. Motivation to modify Minder as 
taught by Evans could only come from Appellant's own disclosure and not from any 
teaching or suggestion in the references themselves. 

Leymann does not teach logging condition for an agreement and identifying 
potential response as indicating satisfaction of at least one condition. 

New York Times does not teach logging condition for an agreement and 
identifying potential response as indicating satisfaction of at least one condition. 

Claims 4, 9 , 10 and 21 are dependencies of claim 1, and, claims 13, 15 and 22 
are dependencies of claim 12. 

Pinguet teaches Management method for a portfolio of contracts including 
expiry reminders, with the use of files in the form of a card for each contract. Pinguet 
does not teach notification and independent resources features, logging of agreement 
conditions, the identification of potential responses, the retrieval of information related 
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to the responses, and the checking of the retrieved information to determine whether 
an agreement is determinate.
